OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Panis, December 17, 1868. 

I REGRET to announce the death of M. Havin, the 
chief editor and manager of “ Le Siécle.’’ Writers 
on newspapers should find a place in these columns. 
Few literary men labor more assiduously than they 
do. I was going to say few authors’ works have a 
more ephemeral existence than those of contribu- 
tors to the Press. I remembered, before I gave ex- 
pression to the thought, how brief is the existence 
of the majority of books! How many of them, 
whose appearance in the spring I chronicled, have 
joined the autumn leaves as the latter whirled out 
of sight! The author who adds line upon line in 
the press every day, for many years together, has 
an influence and a reputation which no writer of 
books attains, unless he keeps himself assiduously 
before the public. M. Havin wielded great influ- 
ence, even under the present unfavorable circum- 
stances of the French press. The manager of the 
political newspaper with the largest circulation in 
Paris and the provinces, a man of considerable 
political experience, long acquainted with all the 
actors on the stage of public affairs, the master of 
a large estate, he was consulted in all the move- 
ments of the democratic party, and his voice had 
great weight. Had his talents been equal to his 
position, he might have exerted a far greater influ- 
ence. Deficient in intellectual strength, wanting in 
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security here. 
rear of scientific progress, either from apathy, or 
indolence, or want of suppleness of intellect. His 
books (he wrote several works on diseases of the 
eye, which once were considered valuable) had no 
sale. His practice quitted him. Either from bit- 
,terness or scepticism, he ordered his body to be 
borne from his house directly to the grave, unhal- 
lowed by religious benediction, saying, cynically 
enough, “I want no honors paid to what will be 
then nothing but stinking carrion.’’ There were 
few medical men at his funeral. 

You have, I dare say, heard that upon the appli- 
cation of Prince de Metternich for an autograph M, 
Jules Janin replied, “‘ Good for a basket of Johannis- 
berg wine: Jutes Jann.” M. Jules Janin in this 
way destroys the story :— 

“My dear literary brother, aid me. I beg you to 
deny for the twentieth time the ridiculous story of 
the valuable basket of wine which I am alleged to 
have obtained from the most adroit diplomatist of 
Europe for an autograph which could not have 
found a purchaser thirty years ago for twenty-four 
cents. Thirty years ago my basket held six bot- 
tles, afterwards it contained twenty-four ; if Iam to 
credit your kind story, it contained fifty bottles. 
In this way the usurped glory of the donee and the 
innocent kindness of the donor will go on increas- 
ing till doomsday. Such a story is like dog’s

Intestine dissensions added to their weak- 
ness. “ Le Siécle” and “ Le National’’ were jealous 
each of the other’s influence. How the democratic 
party made shipwreck I need not tell here. After 
the Coup d’état “ Le Siecle” was managed with suf- 
ficient tact to escape all perils—numberless perils 
environed the press—and at the same time offer 
efficient opposition to the government. It waged 
at the same time an ardent war on the Romish 
Church. The principles sustained by the news- 
paper made public opinion inquisitive about the 
manner of M. Havin’s death. It has been asserted 
and denied that he summoned a priest to his bed- 
side during his last hours of consciousness, made 
confession, and received the last sacraments of the 
Church, which, in health, he had fought so 
eagerly, and, to injure which, he had published (it 
was one of the last acts of his life) a cheap edi- 
tion of Voltaire’s works, and had opened a success- 
ful subscription to erect Voltaire’s statue on some 
public square of Paris. He certainly was buried 
by the Church with unusual solemnity, and amid 
a large throng of persons. He died at his country- 
seat in Manche County, which he represented in 
the Legislative Chamber. His funeral was attended 
not only by representatives of all the Parisian 
newspapers (the religious and ultra Legitimist

I mentioned in a recent letter the success of de 
| Balzac’s Mercadet at the French Comedy. This re- 
| vival has suggested to M. Jules Janin these observa-

Assuredly I do not mean to say there are no great 
writers among dramatic authors. The most admi- 
rable verses in the French language were written 
for the stage. As for prose writers the theatre

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well as rounded periods, are forbidden him. He is 
no longer absolute master of his speech and actions. 
He is no longer alone, he is two, he is three; he 
is, and all at the same time, everybody who 
speaks, acts, and dreams. Let us add that from 
the humblest to the greatest of these heroes, from 
the beginning to the end he must take great care 
to keep them in the narrow circle of probability 
and truth. Hence there will always be for a sin- 
cere writer, a friend of his art, a very great incon- 
venience to put on thestage the hero of his own 
book, to put into dialogue an excellent style better 
suited with narration than demonstration. There- 
fore we cannot regret M. de Balzac has written so 
little for the stage. He himself acknowledged the 
superiority of the novel over the play, saying, ‘A 
cannon shot will never be eq ual to a display of fire- 
works.’” While Iam quoting from M. Jules Janin, 
let me add a passage in which he describes, what 
I have more than once alluded to, the aversion to 
buying books to be found in this country., It is 
singular as a trait of literary manners and cus- 
toms: “ How often did de Balzac feel wounded to 
the bottom of his heart when he saw the latest 
child of his genius suddenly adopted by some dra- 
matist, who to his own profit took possession of de 
Balzac’s terrible and charming characters to throw 
them on the stage still animated with the poet’s 
life and passions. Instantly the public, disdainful 
of the book, ran to the theatre, and for three or four 
hours applauded the plagiarism of the playwright. 
The play ‘Eugenie Grandet’ at the Gymnase gave 
the playwright ten times more money than the ad- 
mirable novel written by the master inventor with 
so much zeal and pains, forgetful of repose and of 
sleep. It seems to me that I hear at this very mo- 
ment the complaints of the author comparing the 
small number of purchasers of his book with the 
ardent crowd at every night’s performance. He 
would say, ‘What a trade! what dupes we creators 
of fiction are!’ Does it not seem as if in this 
country ’twere a shame to buy a book and keep it 
carefully on well-closed shelves? Buy a book! 
you surely do not think of such a thing, ladies and 
gentlemen ? The circulating library is hard by which 
will lend it to you for ten centimes! This is the 
reply made by the wealthiest among the idle people 
of Paris. ‘ Have you read ‘Le Pére Goriot,’ Count ? 
There is nothing sadder and more painful.’ The 
Count replies, as he gets into his carriage with his 
coat-of-arms on it, ‘I'll have it in a week from 
my club’s library.’ ‘Have you read ‘Les Treize,’ 
Duchess? One weeps over each sad page of it.’ 
The Duchess replied, ‘Indeed! Then I shall send 
to the circulating library for it one of these days.’ 
‘Pray, Mr. Sub-Treasurer, what do you think of 
‘La Cousine Bette’?’ ‘Itis very much in vogue. 
I asked for it more than a month ago at my circu- 
lating library, and have not yet received it.’ The 
owner of the circulating library, a wretched little 
bookseller, who advances to his wealthy custo- 
mers twelve francs to make four sous profit, finds 
he has lost when he makes up his accounts at the 
end of the month. His copy is torn, sullied, and 
ruined. The chambermaid and scrubber have left 
their marks and odors on these pages, filled with all 
the graces of style, and all the pleasures of imagi- 
nation.” 

M. Th. Baudemont, one of the librarians of the 
Imperial Library, has published an amusing and 
interesting work. The library of the learned Bishop 
Huet, of Avranches, was bequeathed to the Jesuits’ 
Convent in this city, but was transferred to the 
King’s (now the Imperial) Library in 1765. M. Th. 


Baudemont found in it four copies of Rabelais. Two 
of these copies contained notes by Huet, who evi- 
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dently forgot or disdained the fate of the poor priest, 
who was whipped for having annotated Rabelais. 
These notes throw a great deal of light on Rabelais. 
He proposes, for instance, to read mechante fréraille 
instead of mechante feraille de moines; instead of 
Abbé Tranchelion he proposes Abbé Tranchelien 
(Tranche-luy-en). In the chapter where Maitre 
Janotus de Bragmardo asks Gargantua for the 
bells of Notre Dame, and begins by coughing 
that “admirable speech which he took eighteen 
days to matagraboliser,’’ Huet notes that Bragmar- 
do’s hem, hem recall Olivier Maillard’s habit of mark- 
ing in his sermons even the places where he should 
cough. It seems this habit was caught by his con- 
gregation. Father Lucas tells, in neat Latin verses, 
of the custom in vogue in his day of regularly 
coughing like the preacher between the “ firstly’ 
and “secondly”’ of asermon. He says, “At a sig- 
nal given from the pulpit the husband spits and 
coughs, the mother coughs with her daughter, the 
maid-servants and the children cough, and every- 
body coughs.” You see, from these extracts, the 
character of Les Rabelais de Huet. I refer you to 
it if your curiosity is unsatisfied. 

We came near having a very ludicrous suit.

Dumas of Spain, Sefior Fernandez of Gonzalez, se- 
riously contemplated bringing suit against one of 
our well-known authors, M. Emmanuel Gonzalez, 
whom he charged with stealing his name. . . . M. 
Catulle Mendez, the poet, has been for the last 
two years, so we are informed, under-librarian of 
Princess Mathilde’s library. I mentioned in my last 
letter the appointment of his father-in-law, M. Théo- 
phile Gautier, as her librarian. M. Mendez mar- 
ried Mile. Judith Gautier, well known in the lite- 
rary world as Judith Walter, the pseudonym under 
which she writes. . . The French government has 
given M. Ed. About $4000 for a pamphlet explain- 
ing a new law for the benefit of the working-classes, 
which is sold everywhere in France for two sous. 
It is probable he has some copyright besides the 
#4000. The French government treats writers 
who are believed to favor it with generosity. M. 
Théophile Gautier has $6000 gold from “ Le Moni- 
teur ;’’ pension of $600; $1000 as Princess Mathil- 
de’s librarian; total, $7,600 from the government ; 
his pen must bring him in at least $10,000 a year. 
His son is Director of the Press in the Ministry of 
the Interior, with a salary of $2000 or $3000. His 
daughter frequently writes in the official newspa- 
pers, and is very well paid. G. 8. 


NEW GERMAN PUBLICATIONS. 


Mr. Vittari’s “ History of Savonarola and his 
Age” has been translated by Herr Berduschek, and 
published in two volumes by Brockhaus of Leip- 
zig. Singularly enough, the literature of Germany 
was devoid of any popular and comprehensive life 
of the great Italian Reformer, and Mr. Villari’s able 
book has, therefore, met with a hearty welcome on 
the part of German scholars. The German edition 
contains some letters of Savonarola not found in the 
Italian. We gather also from the translation some 
account of the life of Mr. Villari, the author of the 
original work. He was born in Naples in 1827, 
and, having taken an important part in the revo- 
lutionary movement of 1848, was compelled to 
leave that city, when he took up his residence in 
Florence, and until 1849 labored at the composition 
of his work on Savonarola. He found time, how- 
ever, to issue an edition of the posthumous works 
of his friend La Vista, of Beccaria, and of Filan- 
gieri, with biographical introductions, After the 
appearance of the first volume of his Savonarola,

The second part of Dr. Miicle’s elaborate work on 
the “‘ Emperor Julian’’ has just appeared, from the 
press of F. A. Perthes, of Gotha, and contains an 
account of his life and writings. The first part, it 
will be remembered, gave the history of the Empe- 
ror Julian, and his military campaigns. The pre- 
sent work is divided into four books, as follows: 
I. Julian’s Youth, down to his nomination as Em- 
peror; II. Julian and Constantine ; III. Julian’s 
Monarchy; IV. Julian as Author. The work 
closes with an Appendix on the sources for Julian's 
history.—From the same publisher we have Dr. 
Lehmann’s work on the Clementine Epistles. The 
question of their authorship has iong been difficult, 
and the Germans have done more to settle it, and 
then unsettle it again, than all other writers to- 
gether. Dr. Lehmann attempts to prove that the 
Recognitions, as they appear in their present form, 
were composed by two different authors, and that 
the Homilies were composed before the last seven 
books of the Recognitions, which latter work is a 
revision of, and really an extract from, the former. 
The introduction gives a full history of the re- 
searches on the subject. 

Professor Piper’s “ Evangelischer Kalender” for 
1869, from the press of Messrs. Wiegandt & Grie- 
ben, of Berlin, comes fully up to its previous issues, 
and is every way worthy of the celebrity of its 
author, who is the leading German authority in the 
department of Ecclesiastical Antiquities, which, in 
the specialty of Monumental Theology, may be 
said to have taken shape from him. The “ Kalen- 
der’’ has now made its regular annual appearance 

for nineteen years, and in this twentieth number 
we find its able corps of contributors undiminished 
in strength. The principal essays are: The Pro- 
verbs of Wise Men of Classical Times, and their 
Use in the Church; and biographical sketches of

The work is predominantly apologetical, and is an 
elaborate attempt to answer all the sceptical ob- 
jections relating to Christ’s miracles and death.

Dr. Steinmeyer has published, besides the present 
work, anumber of volumes of sermons. His lecture- 
room at the Berlin University is one of the most fre- 
quented, especially because of his course on Pas- 
toral Theology.—Messrs. W. & G. have already an- 
nounced an edition of all Neander’s posthumous 
works. “The Exposition of the Two Epistles to the 
Corinthians” will be under the editorial supervision 
of Dr. Beyschlag, and the “ History of Ethics” 
under that of Dr. Erdmann. They are promised at 
a fabulously cheap price. 

The third edition of Ueberweg’s “Grundriss der 
Geschichte der Philosophie von Thales bis auf die 
Gegenwart’’ has been completed (Mittler und Sohn, 
Berlin), and its emendations and enlargements ren- 
der it not only greatly superior to the previous 
editions, but place it in the front rank of all the 
recent contributions to the history of philosophy.

Antithesis between Empiricism, Dogmatism, and 
Scepticism, V. The Most Recent Philosophy, or 
Criticism and Speculation since Kant’s Time. This 
latter part, treating of modern philosophy, is by far 
the most interesting, though not unduly elaborate. 
More than is usually the case in German works, 
much attention is bestowed upon England. The 
whole period from Bacon and Hobbes, down through 
the deistic age to Reid and Beattie, is gone over in 
detail. Two of the most interesting sections are: 
On the Present State of Philosophy in Germany, and 
On the Present State of Philosophy outside of Ger- 
many. Professor Ueberweg has taken the judicious 
course of permitting French philosophy to be de- 
scribed by a Frenchman, and in the Appendix we 
find an excellent account of the most recent French 
philosophy by Paul Janet, Professor of Philosophy 
in the University of Paris. Each of the three 
volumes is furnished with an elaborate index, 
and supplied abundantly, though not too much so, 
with the relative literature. * 


OBITUARY. 

Mr. James Harrer.—lIt is with profound sorrow 
that we record the death of the senior member of 
the eminent publishing house of Harper & Brothers. 
While driving in the neighborhood of the Central 
Park on Saturday, the 27th ult., he was thrown 
from his carriage, was taken up in a state of insen- 
sibility and removed to St. Luke’s Hospital, and 
died on the evening of that day, remaining uncon- 
scious to the last. His decease leaves no common 
void in the publishing ranks of this country. The 
position he attained among the magnates of the 
trade was fairly and honorably won—by integrity, 
by sagacity and enterprise, by steady, plodding 
labor. The capacious and splendid building in 
Franklin Square fairly typifies the marvellous 
energy of the house of which he was the head for 
fifty years. The volumes bearing the imprint of 
this firm are seen wherever the English language 
is known. Although nearly seventy-four years of 
age, Mr. Harper had all the apparent freshness and 
physical vigor of a much younger man; while his 
mental power seems to have been quite unimpaired. 
He fell in full harness, willing and capable, to the 
hour of his death, of doing yeoman’s service in the 
conduct of the immense business of his house. His 
portly form, genial countenance, and affable man- 
ners will be sadly missed by his troops of friends, 
among whom must be numbered nearly all the 
distinguished living authors of our country; and 
many, besides authors, will feel with a deep pang 
of regret that henceforth they can draw no more on 
that immense knowledge of incidents and details 
which, gathered in a long life of communion with 
writers in every department of literature, rendered 
him so instructive, so interesting, and so fascinating 
a companion, Mr. Harper was a conscientious, 
high-toned, and warm-hearted gentleman; and his 
character and career are a model for the young 
publishers of our country. 


Siz James Emerson TENNENT, a distinguished Irish 
author and publicist, died in London, in his 65th 
year. His father was Mr. Emerson, a merchant 
in Belfast, and he acquired a literary reputation 
at a comparatively early age, by several works 
on Modern Greece. At the age of 27 he married 
his cousin, Miss Tennent, a rich heiress, and soon 
after assumed her name. At thesame time he was 
elected M. P. for Belfast, his native city, and had 
a seat in Parliament for twenty years. In 1841, 
under Peel’s second administration, he was made 
Secretary of the India Board, which led to his ap- 
pointment, in 1845, to the office of Colonial Secre- 
tary and Lieutenant-Governor of Ceylon, on which 
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occasion he was knighted by Queen Victoria. He 
returned at the close of 1850, and was made Secre- 
tary of the Poor Law Board, during Lord Derby’s 
first administration, and received the appointment 
of permanent Secretary to the Board of Trade in 
November, 1852. He resigned this office in 1867, 
and was created a baronet. His latest works, which 
had great success, were “ Christianity in Ceylon,” 
and, more recently, “Ceylon; an Account of the 
Island,” a work of high merit. 

On February 13th, Mr. G. H. Bercenrora, a cele- 
brated German man of letters, died at Madrid, of 
typhus fever. An obituary notice in the “ London 
Times”’ says that he “ was for many years engaged 
in the search and collection of letters, dispatches, 
and State papers relating to. the negotiations be- 
tween England and Spain, preserved in the archives 
at Simancas, and elsewhere. He had, in the course 
of last year, accomplished the publication of a sup- 
plement to Vol. I. and Vol. II. of his most valua- 
ble contributions to English history, having, through 
the liberal assistance of Sefior Catalina, the Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction in the last cabinet of the 
ex-Queen, obtained access to important historical 
documents which had hitherto been withheld from 
him. These documents, chiefly relating to the pri- 
vate life of Queen Catharine, and to a projected 
marriage between Henry VIII. and Queen Juana, 
the widow of King Philip and mother of the Em- 
peror Charles V., have awakened the attention of 
historical scholars, and considerably modified their 
opinion with respect to the characters of some of 
the personages playing the most conspicuous parts 
in the drama of that Tudor period which Mr. 
Froude has so powerfully illustrated. After eight 
years of uninterrupted residence, and of unremit- 
ting researches in Spain, Mr. Bergenroth had only 
now succeeded in removing all hindrances raised 
against him, as against all other students of the 
Spanish archives, by the jealousy of a despotic 
Government. The permission granted to him by 
Sefior Catalina laying before him all historical doc- 
uments extant in all Spanish archives without re- 
serve, had, as it might well be expected, been 
amply confirmed by the present Minister of Fo- 
mento (Public Works and Education), Sefior Ruiz 
Zorrilla.”. He could not have availed himself very 
largely of this permission, so recently conceded to 
him. A statement was made in “The Times,” 
blaming Sir John Crampton, the British Minister at 
Madrid, for not having paid Mr. Bergeuroth needfal 
attention during his illness, but that functionary 
has published a denial of this charge, for so little 
known had beer the scholar’s illness that Sir John 
did not hear of it until after the burial, which, 
az usual in Madrid, took place in twenty-four 
hours after death.

Or Wilson’s “ Tales of the Border,” which has 
long been popular in Scotland and the North of 
England, a new edition is now being issued by Mr. 
Nimmo, of Edinburgh, edited by. Alexander Leigh- 
ton, one of the original contributors and editors, 
and will contain four additional volumes, now first 
published. There will be twenty volumes in all, 
the last having a steel portrait of Mr. Leighton (why 
not of James Mackay Wilson, the original editor ?) 
and a copious glossary. It is one of the best col- 
lections of short stories ever issued. 

Ir is supposed that a complete set of George Cruik- 
shank’s works is not to be found—not even in the 
British Museum. In his own possession there is 
not one-half of what he has done. It must be re- 
membered that he has been drawing and engraving 
for over sixty years. Bell & Daldy, London pub- 
lishers, are about reissuing during the present 
year, under Mr. Cruikshank’s own superintendence, 
many of his most celebrated works, commencing 
with his “Omnibus,” in a half-guinea volume, to 
be followed by the “‘ Table Book,’’ the “ Fairy Li- 
brary,” Illustrations of Time and of Phrenology, 
Lord Bateman, The Bottle, and twenty other 
works of equal merit and popularity. Including 
his book illustrations, Cruikshank has produced 
several thousands of etchings. Although now 
almost eighty years of age, Cruikshank continues 
to draw and etch apparently with unabated power 
of hand and mind. 

In Sir John T. Coleridge’s “ Memoir of the Rev. 
John Keble,”’ author of “The Christian Year,’’ is a 
poem now first printed, which was to have ap- 
peared in Keble’s “Lyra Innocentium,” but was 
kept back by the advice of friends. Its title is 
‘“‘ Our Mother is not Here,” and its subject is the 
omission, in the services of the Anglican Church, 
of any special commemoration of the Virgin Mary. 
“The Christian Year,” by the way, is in its 120th 
edition, and the copyright paid on it exceeds twenty 
thousand pounds. 


Ir was declared, by a wise man many years ago, 
that no one ever wrote one book without producing 
asecond. Queen Victoria has not proved an ex- 
ception to that general rule, for her “ Early Years 
of the Prince Consort’”’ was followed, within a year, 
by her “ Leaves from the Journal of Our Life in the 
Highlands, from 1848 to 1861.” Her Majesty has in 
the press a third volume, in which she describes 
the Highlanders with whom she became acquainted 
in Scotland. It is to consist of two volumes, illus- 
trated with character or costume portraits, by Mr. 
Kenneth Macleay, R. 8. A., an eminent artist, Queen 
Victoria supplying the letter-press, which, like her 
last book, is to be carefully revised and edited by a 
literary gentleman. From a recent Scottish journal 
we take the following, being the only portion of the 
forthcoming volume that has yet been allowed to 
get into print. The Queen writes: “ Willie Duff 
helped his father, and also learned the trade of a 
shoemaker at Balnamuir. He entered the late Duke 
of Athole’s service as game-watcher in 1839, and 
lived at Loch Ordie Lodge for seven years ; he was 
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moved to the West Lodge (three miles from Dunk- 
eld) in 1847, where he still is. From his willing 
disposition and ready handiness, Willie had an im- 
portant share in all the late Duke’s sports. In 
otter-hunting he carried the spade and implements 
for unearthing the otter. Asa fisherman he is most 
patient and skilful; he always rowed the Duke’s 
boat on the Tay, and is the Duchess Dowager’s 
fisherman at Dunkeld. Willie Duff joined the 
Athole Highlanders in 1839, and was Lord Glen- 
lyon’s henchman at the Eglinton Tournament. 
Willie has read a great deal, and has a curious 
amount of miscellaneous information. He ties 


salmon flies very dexterously, and can knit stock- | 


ings of elaborate patterns. He sings Gaelic songs 
extremely well, and when younger, his voice had 
much pathetic sweetness. He is a good performer 
ou the violin and bass, and writes down music from 
ear. Willie Duff married Ellen Duff, danghter of 
Donald Duff, Ballechan. Their respective grand- 
fathers were first cousins. She died at Loch Ordie. 
Only one daughter survived childhood. 
a widow, with two children, and lives with her 
father.” 

A Scorrisn peeress, the Baroness Nairne, wrote a 
song, many years ago, entitled “The Land o’ the 
Leal,’’ and never produced another lyric worthy of 
being remembered. Nevertheless, her biography 
has been written, so as, with a number of her other 
poetical attempts, to form a large 8vo. volume. To 


create an interest in this book, its London publish- 
ers duly advertise that “Her Majesty the Queen | 


has expressed her admiration of these beautiful 
songs, the authority of which is now for the first 
time made public.” There is in this a good deal 
of what Mr. Thackeray called “snobbery.”

In a recent number of “Good Words,” edited by 
Dr. Norman McLeod, a Scottish clergyman, a bio- 
graphical sketch of Jean Adam is given. Born in 
1710, in Greenock, she died in 1765, and published 
a volume of her original poems in 1734; the cost 
being defrayed by subscription. After that she 
kept a girl’s school, and, in one of her vacations, 
walked up to London and back to see Richardson, 
author of “Clarissa Harlowe.” In advanced years 
she became very poor, and had to resume her first 
occupation of a household servant, and finally 
ended her days in the poor-house of Glasgow. The 
well-known song, “There’s nae luck about the 
house,” which has been variously attributed to 
William Julius Mickle and Robert Burns, was writ- 
ten by this poor Jean Adam, and its hero and he- 
roine are traditionally held to be a couple named 
Colin and Jean Campbell, who lived at Crawfurds- 
dyke, that part of Greenock where Jean Adam was 
born. This song and “John Anderson my Joe” 
have long been the most popular, because the most 
truthful domestic ballads in Scotland. 


THE authorities of Newfoundland have trans- 
mitted to the Lords Commissioners of the British 
Treasury in London the sum of four pence, on be- 
half of British authors, having been received under 
the provisions of the Colonial Copyright Act 10 and 
11 Victoria, cap. 95, for the year 1868. ‘“‘The Times,” 
indulging in what the French call persiflage and 
Anglo-Saxons designate chaff, jests on this small 
sum, asking “ Whose is it? To whom is it to be 
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| given? Is it Mr. Dickens’s or Trollope’s, or does Ten- 
nyson claim it?” It explains: “From what we 
| hear, the British authors themselves are mainly to 
| blame for the failure of the Colonial Copyright Act. 
This act, referring to 5th and 6th Victoria, cap. 45, 
and 8th and 9th Victoria, cap. 93, requires the 
registration of the works of a British author at the 
Customs, denoting the title of each work for which 
such protection is claimed ; and we doubt whether 
| British authors take the trouble of registering their 
| works.’’ A foreign reprint of any non-registered 
| British book is admissible, we believe, into any 
British port.

Translation 
into English of the whole of the above-named edi- 
tion, which it is believed is now given for the first 
time, with the insertion of “German Rhymes”’ 
from Rentz’s “ Erinnerungen des Todes und. der 
Ewigkeit,” remembrances of death and eternity. 
Editorial notes, appendix containing the extra 
plates, and the whole of the Latin verses of editions 
1545 and 1566; a list of the various editions of the 
work ; and a general index. Only 500 copies will 
be prepared, the photo-lithographic transfers being 
| destroyed after the printing of each sheet. About 
250 copies have already been subscribed for. If 
the number of subscribers should reach 500, the 
| Council anticipate being able to issue a third vol- 
| ume, to be included in the first annual subscription 
of 21s. And on that number of subscribers being 
| maintained, an equal quantity of matter, at the 
| same rate of subscription, might be issued annually 
to subscribers. By this means it is proposed, in 
| course of time, to form a library of fac-simile re- 
| prints, almost equalling in value the original 
| works. 

Tue twenty illustrations to “ Phineas Fenn, the 
Irish Member,” Mr. A. Trollope’s parliamentary 
novel, republished by Harper & Brothers, were 
drawn by J. E. Millais, the great Pre-Raphaelite 
artist. Their admirable drawing has excited no 
small admiration. 

Mr. J. Scorr Moore, an Irish geologist, has just 
published a volame entitled “‘ Pre-Glacial Man ; or, 
Geological Chronology.” He regards each Mosaic 
“ day” as an extended cycle of time, and believes 
that the Lower Miocene epoch commenced about 
1,000,000 years ago, and the Upper Miocene about 
825,000 years ago. The Upper Miocene blended 
with the Pliocene about 675,000, and the Pliocene 
with the Post-Pliocene about 350,000 years ago. 
The Post-Pliocene glacial epoch gradually crept on 
about 350,000 years since, and lasted for 270,000 or 
280,000 years. The recent period of geology suc- 
ceeded about 50,000 years ago, and the current 
period, 6001 years back, viz., at the time of the 
creation of Adam. He concludes that pre-glacial 
man existed on the earth more than 350,000 years 
ago, and that the post-glacial or present man has 
existed only 70,000 to 80,000 years. 

Tse Shamrock edition of Thomas Moore’s poetical 
works, complete in one volume, was published by 
Longman & Co., London, on St. Patrick’s Day, 
price half-a-crown. 
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“Tye Tin Trumpet.’”’—Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. 
have republished this work, the copies of the former 
edition having become,quite scarce. It was written 
by Paul Chatfield, M. D., and first published in 
London in 1836. It abounds in wit and wisdom, 
pithy sayings, and pungent sentences. 

Tue “ Diary of John Mannington,’ a young Tem- 
plar, on the closing years of Elizabeth (1601-3), 
has lately been published by the Camden Society, 
in London. It contains two references to Shaks- 
peare, who was then in the prime of manhood. 
One reads thus: “At our feast we had a play 
called ‘Twelfth Night, or What you Will,’ much 
like the ‘Comedy of Errors,’ or ‘Menechmi’ in 
Plautus, but most like and near to that in Italian 
called ‘Inganni.’ A good practice in it to make

Publisher’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dante A. GLEason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel- 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
